23. (Withdrawn) The method as claimed claim 22 for immunosuppression or the 
treatment of cancer; viral disease, inflammatory diseases such as rheumatoid arthritis, 
asthma, multiple sclerosis, Type I diabetes, lupus, psoriasis and inflammatory bowel 
disease; cystic fibrosis angiogenesis-related disease such as diabetic retinopathy, 
haemangiomas, and endometriosis; or for protection of normal cells against 
chemotherapy-induced toxicity; or diseases where failure to undergo apoptosis is an 
underlying factor; or protection from hypoxia-ischemic injury due to elevation of Hsp70 
in the heart and brain; scrapie/CJD, Huntingdon's and Alzheimer's disease.
